This year there is an advanced, interactive course in driver 
education on the curriculum for Ontario college and university 
students. For Laurentian University the week has arrived. From 
October 2 to 7 the Molson Test Track Campus Program '95 will be 
in the Pub DownUnder. 

"The Test Track Campus Program '95 adds a dynamic, 
interactive component to the Molson Take Care program," says Mary 
Lou McLauchlan, Manager of Communications and Community 
Relations, Molson Breweries, Ontario Division. "We want to convey 
a message to students about the importance of safe driving techniques 
and, in general, about using alcohol responsibly and riot drinking and 
driving." 

On screen, Mario Andretti, racing legend and Take Care 
spokesperson, hosts the Molson Test Track sessions on screen. He 
explains proper driving techniques and coaching the student drivers 
through each of the course's interactive challenges. 

In addition stimulating realistic driving experiences, the 
Molson Test Track demonstrators have the ability to simulate the 
slower responses of an impaired driver.

This column is based on 
questions or suggestions received by 
staff members of the Desmarais 
Library either personally or on the 
"Complaints/Questions/ 
Suggestions" form that may be filled 
out near the exit of the library. 

Question: Whose idea was 
it to change the journals from an 
alphabetic order [title] to LC [ 
subject] order? This only adds to 
the time needed to search for 
information. 

Reply: The reorganization 
of Laurentian's more than 3,500 
periodicals last summerhas provoked 
more comment — both positive and 
negative — than practically anything 
else that the library has ever done. 
And no wonder, since the re- 
organization is the second most 
significant change to the library's 
operations since it began. The first of 
course, was entering all the library's 
collections into the on-line catalogue, 
a project which, by coincidence-, was 
also completed this past summer. 

It concerns the Amiable 
Librarian that even one customer feels 
that the big change "adds to the time 
needed to search for information" 
since one of the primary goals of 
library science is to "save the time of

the customer." If the reorganization 
has not accomplished that goal for 
the vast majority, then it can be 
deemed a failure. 

Does it save time? Certainly 
a few customers have felt not. They 
are the ones who had reference to a 
periodical title and who until this fall, 
could go directly to the shelves to 
find it. 

There were, however, many 
instances when it was not efficient 
use of customers' time to go directly 
to the shelves. 

* the library did not have the 
periodical title. 

* the library had the periodical title 
but not the volume or issues needed 
by the customer. 

* the library had the title but it was not 
on the shelves because it was stored 
in microformat. 

* the library has the periodical but it 
was not shelved under the title the 
customer thought it should be. 
Example: Bilingual titles — is it 
Histoire socale or Social History?; 
titles which were abbreviated — is 
the C AHPER Journal at the beginning 
of the "Cs" or in the "CA's?;" even 
titles published by organizations — 



are the Transactions of the American 
Entomological Society under 
Transactions or under the name of 
the society? 

Even last year the library 
believed that most of the customers 
would make the most efficient use of 
their time by checking in one place 
before they wandered throughout the 
periodical stacks trying to see if the 
journals they wanted were there. That 
is why one of our reference 
professionals, Alain Lamothe, created 
an up-to-date serials list which 
indicated the library's holdings, and 
proper entries for these holdings. 
Copies of this list were conveniently 
spread around the CD network area 
as well as in the section housing our 
indexes and abstracts. This list was 
so good that is has formed the basis of 
the information the library has entered 
about its serials in the on-line 
catalogue. On his own initiative, M. 
Lamothe has updated his list which 
now includes all LC call numbers so 
the only extra time most customers 
must spend will be to jot down the LC 
numbers for the journals carried by 
the library. 

But does it save the 



customers any more time to have the 
serials sorted by LC? The Amiable 
Librarian believes it does; and more 
important, so do many of them. 
♦Customers who formerly wasted 
precious time because they went 
directly to the shelves without 
consulting the serials list are now 
finding the extra step imposed by the 
re-organization is paying off for them. 
*Often students doing essays have 
references to journals from the same 
subject area and instead of dashing 
from the A's to the Z's as they did last 
year, they are finding their journals 
are in the same section of the stacks. 
*Since shelvers find it easier to return 
journals with call numbers clearly 
marked, there is less chance of 
journals going missing because of 
mis-shelveing. 

The reorganization of 
journals by LC, which is the same 
method used to organize the library's 
books, has created other advantages: 
* Those who like to browse are finding 
new journals in their discipline that 
they did not know the library carried. 
♦Browsers are also discovering that 
journals whose names have changed 
are now in one regular sequence. The

Finally, as customers 
become familiar with the location of 
journals in theirdiscipline, they need 
up going directly to the shelves 
anyway!! 

For all these reasons, every 
other university library in Ontario 
arranges its journals by LC call 
number, as do most other academic 
libraries in North America. Students 
at Laurentian who go elsewhere will 
now find it easy to use other libraries 
and will not waste their time learning 
a new system. 

But whose idea was it to re- 
organize the journals at Laurentian? 
Answer: the library's customers, as 
represented on the Senate Library 
Committee, which authorized the 
reorganization several years ago. 

P.S . Whether you agree with 
the reorganization or not, next time 
you are in the library, please thank 
Alain Lamothe personally for his 
outstanding work. Everybody is in 
his debt.

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Store Gives Students What They Want

Downtown 
merchants 
are worried 
about the future. When 
the Board of Education 
discussed moving their 
offices from downtown, 
store-owners argued that 
it would hurt their 
businesses. While 
cookie-cutter stores close 
regularly in The City 
Cenu-e, a mostly vintage 
clothing store called G^ 
is flourishing. This 
suggests that perhaps the 
downtown core should be 
more geared towards the 
student market. With the 
addition of the new 
College Boreal nearby, 
there is a large student 
population in Sudbury 
that is looking to buy and 
do things that express 
their individuality. 

Gillian Schultze, owner and operator of G^.is 
sensitive to the needs of students and has built a 
successful business around them . 

Schultze claims to have started up the store 
two years ago "by fluke." The Sudbury 
native explained, "I was in school in Halifax 
and I shopped in clothing stores similar to the one 
I now own for myself and thought, 'Hey, this is a 
really great idea... There's nothing like this in 
Sudbury.' So I started buying things and looking 
for suppliers and starting to do some of the research 
not having ever thought about actually owning a 
business. When I say 'by fluke' it was just that I 
hadn't thought it out thoroughly." 

She had confidence that there was a need for a store 
like G^- There was no store like this in Sudbury 
to start off with and Sudbury is quite cultural. I saw 
the need and filled the gap. That's the economics 
of it. Having grown up here, I saw that it would 
probably work...! was taking a chance." 

Though her gamble paid off, at least two 
vintage clothing stores have opened and 
ultimately closed in the city. Schultze's 
success likely owes to her persistence and 
commitment to provide her very loyal clientele 
with things she knows they'll like. "In retail 
there's this rule of thumb that you go with a 
percentage that you like, a percentage that you 
don't like, and a percentage that you hate. I try to 
go with everything that I like and I also rely heavily 
upon my employees because they have some idea 
of waht they like to see in the store as well." 

Schultze is quick to point out that she does not deal 
exclusively in vintage clothing, but a good deal of 
the store's business comes from the sale of used 
jeans, which is of interest to students on tight 
budgets. "It's becoming very trendy, but then 
when you can pick up a pair of used jeans for 
twenty-three bucks and you pay eighty bucks in 
the store, you'd be crazy not to buy them if you 
found some here that you liked." 

When asked about the future of her 
business, Schultze didn't seem 
concerned that the clothes she sells 
are a fad. "It could be a fad, but I don't think it is 
because people have been doing the same business 
as I'm doing for a number of years. [For example] 
it's very trendy to wear used cords right now but 
last year I didn 't sell any. So you go with the flow." 



She plans to expand and open up other similar stores 
across northern Ontario within the next few years. 

Schultze's story is a good example of how merchants 
should be listening more to what students want if they 
hope to be successful. Cities like Peterborough, Guelph, 

and even North Bay 
have sections geared 
towards students with 
bars, cafes, and 
unique stores. It's 
time that Sudbury 
wakes up. 
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You turn it on 
You turn it off.

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Welcome: A Blues/Rock Experience

A few weeks ago, I had the 
pleasure to watch one of the best up- 
and-coming Sudbury bands. The 
blues/rock band Welcome impressed 
the crowd gathered at the 
International Hotel to soak up songs 
by some of the most classic blues 
artists ever. The guitar wizardry of 
Jeremy Levan, the smooth bass 
playing of Dan Radu, and the steady 
drumming of Ryan Purvis excelled 
for three sets of music that is seldom 
or not covered by other local bands. 
They played songs like "Red House" 
by Jlmi Hendrix, "Blue Jean Blues" 
by Z.Z. Top, and Jeff Healy 's "See 
the Light". Perhaps their best songs 



on the night, however, were their 
versions of "Manic Depression" and 
"Voodoo Chile", both by Hendrix. 
While the former was an energetic, 
fast-paced tune, the latter was six 
minutes of fluid improvisation by the 
three musicians. 

Jeremy Levan is a second- 
year Music major focusing on jazz 
guitar. He is also a guitar teacher at 
Guitar Clinic on Lasalle and a 
maintenance man at the Sheraton Inn. 
Dan Radu is a former Laurentian 
University Geography major. Ryan 
Purvis is taking a year off of school 
and devoting much of his time to 
drumming. 

Welcome was formed in 
April of this year by Levan and Purvis 
though Purvis was paired with a 
different bass player when he first 
met Levan. 

"I was tired of hearing Pearl 



Jam, Soundgarden, Tragically Hip, 
and other mainstream artists," 
explains Levan of his group's choice 
of music. "I placed an ad and got 
together with Ryan and another bass 
player." Unlike Levan and Purvis, 
this bass player did not want to play 
blues/rock; he quit. 

Dan Radu joined Welcome 
in August as a temporary replacement 
and has just left the band. Levan 
credited Radu for his talent, but 
real ized Radu is not interested in being 
a part of Welcome. 

"Dan is quick at learning 
songs, but has contrasting ideals to 
those of Welcome," said Levan. 
"We've had trouble finding someone 
who is a good, dedicated bass player 
who is interested in blues/rock." 

Welcome's first appearance 
was at a packed Levack High School

The Very Best of Frank Zappa

The title of this album is, as 
conceded in the liner notes, a 
misnomer. Coming up with the best 
of an artist like Frank Zappa is, at 
best, completely out of the reach of 
mortal men.

The answer is that Frank recorded 
close to 60 albums (all recently 
released by Rykodisc) and whittling 
all that material down to one CD 
would be the equivalent to finding 
the square inch of the MonaLisa with 
the most artistic merit.

Strictly 
Commercial is labelled as a

This is the opening weekend 
for the NHL season. Change is in the 
air, and the product that will be 
presented to us will be a refreshing 
change from the seasons we have 
seen before. After last season's 
shortened 48-game schedule where 
teams played only within their own 
conference, it will be great to see 
teams that we have not seen in a few 
years. As a Leaf fan, I look forward to 
watching the Leafs play their long- 
time rivals, the Montreal Canadiens. 
This is undoubtedly a greatly 
anticipated feud and it will be great to 
see it renewed, even if for only 2 
games a season.

The Hartford Whalers 
probably made the greatest off-season 
trade by sending shaky Chris Pronger 
to the St. Louis Blues for All-Star 
winger Brendan Shanahan. The 
Whalers are projected to be one of the 
better teams or at least improved from 
last year. In '94-'95, Sean Burke 
posted a career best Goals Against 
Average of 2.68 and a .912 save 
percentage, despite falling 2 games 
below .500. If he is as consistent as he 
has been in the past, combined with 
the new offense that Hartford can 
expect from Shanahan and his 
supporting cast, Hartford will no 
longer be considered one of the 
chokes, er, jokes of the National 
Hockey League.

Well, my soccer friends, it 
has been ahectic week in 
the world of soccer. It 
has been a week of transfers, briberies, 
and upsets. 

In Italy, coach Ottavio Bianchi was 
fired by Inter following the recent 
defeat by his former club, Napoli. 
This is the first managerial casualty 
of the season. Bianchi, who led Napoli 
to domestic and European glory at 
the end of the 1980's, paid the price 
for a sluggish start to the season which 
has left Inter languishing in the bottom 
half of the league. Napoli is having a 
tremendous season and their best start 
since the 1989-90 campaign when 
they went on to win the second of 
their two league titles. Coach Vujadin 
Boskov is the man resf)onsible for 
their early success. 

Bianchi's temporary 

replacement is Luis Suarez, 
Inter's seventh coach in ten 
years and a member of the legendary 
side of the 1960's. He also coached 
the Spanish National side which 
reached the World Cup Finals in 1 990. 

In Columbia, the President of 
Columbia's Soccer Federation has 
resigned after being linked with the 
leaders of drug cartels. Juan Jose 



Bellini claimed that he wanted 
"nothing to do with soccer" just as 
the government ordered an 
investigation into the allegations. 
These followed the discovery of 
photographs showing Bellini with 
men thought to be leaders of a drug 
ring in Cali. 

In England, Blackburn coach Kenny 
Daiglish confirmed that he will not 
return to the team next season. 
Glasgow Rangers star Mark Hateley 
has just signed with West Ham of the 
English Premier division. Rumor has 
it that English international Chris 
Waddle wants out from Sheffield by 
Wednesday. All eyes open for Eric 
Cantona: he returns to Manchester 
United after his ban from soccer for 
attacking a fan. 

In France, newly signed Panamanian 
striker Julio Dely Valdes from 
Calgliari in Italy is the leading scorer 
in the French Premier League with 8 
goals. He has been a great replacement 
for George Weah who left for Italian 
club AC Milan. 

Aalborg Boldklub of Denmark 
has been chosen to replace 
Dynamo Kiev in the 
European Champions League after 
the Ukrainians were kicked out for 
trying to bribe a referee in a first- 
round game against Greece's 
Panathinaikos. UEFA's Interclub 
Commission chose Aalborg (usually 
known as AaB) over Belgium's 
Anderlecht, also considered a front- 
runner replacement. The Danish club 



had been eliminated by Dynamo in 
qualifying play for Group A of the 
Champions League. Anderlecht had 
the best overall results of non- 
qualifiers. The decision came a day 
after the European soccer body's 
disciplinary officials expelled 
Dynamo from this year's competition 
and from all the tournaments for the 
next two years. Dynamo appealed 
but a UEFA statement said late that 
day that the board of appeal confirmed 
the ruling. UEFA's control and 
disciplinary commission found that 
Dynamo officials had tried in vain to 
bribe Spanish referee Antonio Lopez 
Nieto at the September 1 3 first-leg, 
first-round Group A game against 
Panathinaikos, which was won 1-0 
by the Ukrainians.
